Bleſſed Virgin Mary. 


HE Office of our B. Lady, 1s of great 
4 Antiquity, and was compos'd by the 
Church, directed by the Holy Ghoſt; This 
Pook is called the Primer, from the Latin 
Word PRIMO, which ſignifies, Firſt of all; 
To teach us, That Prayer ſhould be the firſt 
Work of the Day. The Office is divided into 
Pſalms, Hymns, Canticles, Anthems, Ver ſicles, 
Reſponſortes, and Prayers, for Order, Bzauty, 
and variety-lake, and warrented by Scrip- 
tures. (Cl. 3. 16.) Sing you in your Hearts 
to our Lord, in Spiritual Pſalms, Hymns, 
and Canticles. WEL: | 

The Office is divided into Seven ſeveral 
Hours, according to that of the Prophet; 
Seven times in the Day I have prais'd thee: 
And likewiſe, to repreſent a Daily Memo- 
ralof the Seven principal Parts, and of 
the Seven Hours of our Saviour's Paſſion. 
For our Saviour hung three Hours Living on 
the Croſs, other three Hours he hung Dead on 
the 


The Expoſition of the 


the Croſs, and the ſeventh Hour was ſpent in 
nailing him to, and taking him from the Croſs, 
By the Mattins and Lauds, we commemorate 
his Agony and Binding in the Garden; by the 
Prime, his Scofs and falſe Accuſations; by the 
third Hour, his Cloathing with Purple, and 
Crowning with Thorns; by the fixth Hour, 
his Condemning and nailing to the Croſs; by 
the ninth Hour, his yielding up. the Ghoſt, 
and the opening of his Side; by the Even-/ong, 
his taking from the Croſs; and by the Com- 
plin, his Burial. 

Note, that the Martins (according to the 
preciſe canonical Time) begin at Midnight, 


and the Lauds are but, as it were, an Appen- 


dix to the Mattins: The Prime begins at ſix 
of the Clock in the Morning, &c. But theſe 
Times are not punctually obſerved, unleſs in 
Religious Houſes, 

The Doxology, or Glory be to the Father, 


and to the Son, and to the Holy Gboſt, &c. is 


ſaid at the Beginning of every Hour, and 
at the End of every Pſalm, to ſhew, that 
the Intention of the Office is, in the firſt 
place, to give one equal Glory to the moſt 
Bleſſed Trinity, and to invite all Creatures 
to do the like. 

Alleluja is a Hebrew Word, and fignifies 
Praiſe ye our Lord with Joy and Exultation of 


Heart, aud is the Language of the Bleſſed 


in Heaven, according to Apoc. 8. 6. There- 


fore the Church has forbidden it to be _

ated into any other Language: It is uſed 
a great part of the Year, eſpecially betwixt 


of Joy for our Saviour's Reſurrection and 
Aicenſion. 

But from Septuageſima till Eeafter, inſtead 
of Alleluja, is ſaid, Praiſe be to thee, O Lord, 
King of Eternal Glory, becauſe that is a ime 
of Penance, therefore God muſt be praiſed, 
rather with Tears than Exultation. 

The Invitatory Hail Mary full of Grace, 
our Lord is awith thee, is to congratulate and 
renew the Memory of our bieſſed Lady's 
Joy, conceiv'd at the Conception of her Son 
JESUS, and to invite all the Communion-of 
the Faithful to do the like. And the five ler- 
ſes which follow the Invitatory, and begin, 
Come let us rejoice, &c. ſignifie the five 
Wounds of Chriſt, from which all our Payers 
hath its force and merit, and in honour of 
which, theſe five Verſicles are ſaid.

to whom chiefly the whole Office is directed. 
The Ab/vlutions and Benedictions, before the 
Leſſons, are ſhort Aſpirations to beg Divine 
Aſſiſtance, that we may worthily read the 
Leſſons following: and the firſt Benedicton is 
in honour of the Father, the ſecond in honour 
of the Son, the third in honour of the Holy 
Ghoſt. The Leſſons and Chapters are taken 
out of Holy MWrit, and contain the Myſtical 
Praiſe of Chriſt, and our bleſſed Lady. 

The Reſponſories, or Anſwers, are ſo cal- 
led, becauſe one alone havirg ſung a Leſſon, 
all the Quire anſwers, and ſings the Reſpon/ory, 
which utually is taken out of the ſame part of 
Scripture, as the Leſſon, or otherwiſe is com- 
poſed of certain pious Affections towards God, 
and of Sentences correſpondent to the nature 
of that Day's Office. The Letter R. uſually 
denotes a Reſponſory, or Anſwer, as the Let- 
ter Y. doth a Verſicle 

An Anthem or Anttphona, ſigniffes a Rect 
procal Voice, thatis, a Voice which one Wing of 
the Quire returns to the other, whence it 
comes; linging it in an exchanged Order. Be. 
fore and atter moſt of the P/alms, is placed an 

Anthem, which Anthem is (aid, both before and 
aſter the Halm, on a double Feaſt-day; and 
only after on a ſingle Feaſt, St. 1fidore faith, 
Theſe Anthems were firſt uſed in the Greek 
Church, and afterwards introduced into the 
Latin Church, þy $:. Ambroſe,

We riſe up and ſtand, whilſt we ſay or ſing 
the Canticles or Songs; My Soul magnifies our 
Lord, &c. Bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſtael, 
c. And, now Lord, let thy Servant depart, &c. 
to ſignifie our Reverence to the Goſpel, out 
of which thoſe are taken. The Collect is the 
Prayer, fo called, becauſe it collects and ga- 
thers together, the ſum of all Petitions and 
Supplications of the wholeOffice, andis always 
ended with theſe Words, Through our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, &c. to ſignifie, that he is our 
only Mediator of Redemption, and principal 
Mediator of Interceſſion, and that we cannot 
merit any thing by our Prayers, unleſs we 
make them in his Name. 

The Nocturus, or Night-Office, are fo cal- 
led, becauſe they were wont to be (and in Ca- 
tholick Countries ſtill are) faid Noeturns 
Tempore, in the Night-Time, according to 
that of the Prophet, Al Midmght, I aroje to 
confeſs to thee. 

The Fifteen gradual P/alms, take their De- 
nomination from a Cuſtom the Jews obſerv'd 
of Singing them, as they aſcended 15 Steps 
or Degrees (in Latin, Gradus) towards Solo- 
mon's Temple, ſinging one Palm on every 
Step: And this was a Figure of the Aſcenſion 
of the Elect, by the Degrees of Virtue, where- 
ot the Prophet ſpeaks, They ſball go from Vir- 
tue to Virtue. 

The Penitential Pſalms are ſo called, be- 
cauſe they contain many deep Expreſſions of 
3 inward 
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The Expoſition, Sc. 


inward Sorrow and Repentance of Sins com- 
mitted, and many Cries or Supplications to 
God for mercy and Forgiveneſs, and therefore 
are to be ſaid kneeling. 

The Octaves of a Feaſt are the Eight Days 
following it inclufively ; as if Sunday be the 
feaſt, the next Sunday after is the Octave. 


Where note, that theſe Feaſts only have Oc- 


taves, the Nativity of our Lord, S. Stephen, 
S. John Evangeliſt, my Innocents, Twelfth- 
day, Eaſter-day, Aſcenſion-day, Whitſunday, 
Corpus-Chriſti-day, S. John Baptiſt, S. Peter 
and S. Paul, S. Laurence, the Aſſumption, 
Nativity and Conception of our Bleſſed Lady, 
and All-Saints- day; alſo on the Feaſts of the 
Dedication and principal Title of the Church, 
and principal Patron of the Place, O#aves 
are obſerved:

Then 
were gather'd together the Chief Prieſts 
and Ancients of the People, into the Court 
of the High Prieſt, who was called Cazaphas; 
and they conſulted, how they might by 
ſome wile apprehend Jeſus, to kill him. But 
they ſaid, Not on the Feſtival Day, lef 
perhaps there may be a Tumult among the 
People. And when Jeſus was in Berthania,

And while they were eating, he 
laid, Amen, I fay to you, that one of you 
will betray me. And hey being very fad, 
began every one to ſay, Is it I, Lord? But 
he anſwering, ſaid, he that dips his Hand 
with 
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with me in the Diſh, he will betray me, 
The Son of Man indeed goes, as it is writ- 
ten of him; but Woe be to that Man by 
whom the Son of Man ſhall be betray'd; it 
were good for him, if that Man had not 
been born. And Judas, that betray'd him, 
ſaid, Is it I, Rabbi? He ſaid to him, Thou 
haſt faid it. And whilſt they were at Sup- 
per, Jeſus took Bread, and bleſſed and broke; 
and he gave to his Diſciples, and ſaid, Take 
ye and eat; this is my Body. And taking 
the Chalice, he gave thanks, and gave to 
them, ſaying, Drink ye all of this; for this 
is my Blood of the New Teſtament, which 
ſhall be ſhed for many to Remiſſion of Sins.

Then Jeſus comes with them into a 
Village called Geth/emant ; and he ſaid to 
his Diſciples, Sit you here, till I go yonder 
and pray. And taking to. him Peter, and 
the two Sons of Zebedee, he began to wax 
ſorrowful, and to be ſad, Then he faith 
to them, My Soul is ſorrowful even to 
Death ; ſtay here, and watch with me. And 
being gone forward a little, he fell on his 
Face, praying, and ſaying, My Father, if it 
be poſſible, let this Chalice paſs from me; 
nevertheleſs, not as I will, but as thou wilt. 
And he comes to his Diſciples, and finds 
them ſleeping ; and he ſays to Peter, Even 
ſo? Could you not watch one Hour with 
me? Watch ye, and pray that ye enter not 
into Temptation. The Spirit indeed is rea- 
dy, but the Fleſh weak. Again the ſecond 
time he went, and prayed, ſaying, My Fa- 
ther, if this Chalice may not paſs, but I 
muſt drink it, thy Will be done. And he 
comes again, and finds them ſleeping, for 
their Eyes were become heavey : And leaving 
them, he went again, and prayed the third - 
time, ſaying the ſelf- ſame Word. Then he 
comes to his Diſciples, and ſays to them, 
Sleep ye now, and take Reſt, behold the 
Hour approaches, and the Son of Man ſhall 
be betray'd into the Hands of Sinners. Riſe, 
Jet us go; behold he approaches, that ſhall 
betray me. As he yet ſpoke, behold Judas, 

Re done 
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one of the Twelve, came, and with him a 
great Mul:itude, with Swords and Clubs, 
ſent from the Chief Prieſts, and the An- 
cients of the People. And he that betray- 
ed him, gave them a Sign, ſaying, Whom- 
. ſoever I ſhall kiſs, that is he, hold him. 
And forthwith coming to Jeſus, he ſaid, 
Hail Rabbi, and kiſs'd him. And Jeſus ſaid 
to him, Friend, for what art thou come ? 
Then they drew near, and laid Hands on 
Jeſus, and held him. And hehold, one of 
them, that were with Jeſus, ſtretching forth 
his Hand, drew out his Sword, and ſtriking 
the Servant of the High Prieſt, cut off his 
Ear. Then Jeſus ſays to him, Put thy Sword 
into its Place; for all that take the Sword, 
| ſhall periſh by the Sword. Thinkeſt thou, 
that I cannot aſk my Father, and he wil 
give me preſently more than Twelve Le- 
gions of Angels? How then ſhall the Scrip- 
tures be fulfilled, that fo it muſt be done? 
In that Hour, Jeſus ſaid to the Multitudes, 
You are come out, as it were to a Thief, 
with Swords and Clubs, to apprehend me: 
I fat daily with you teaching in the Tem- 
ple, ard you laid no Hands on me. And 
all this was done, that the Scriptures of 
the Prophets might be fulfilled. Then the 
Diſciples all leaving him, fled. But they 
taking hold of Jeſus, led him to Caiapbus 
the High Prieſt, where the Scribes and An. 
cients were aſſembled. And Peter RR 
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him afar off, even to the Court of the High 
Prieſt. And going in, he ſat with the Ser- 
vants, that he might ſee the End. And 
the Chief Prieſts, and the whole Council, 
ſought falſe Witneſſes againſt Jeſus, that 
they might put him to Death; and they 
found not, whereas many falſe Witneſſes 
had come in. And laſt of all, there came 
two falſe Witneſſes, and they ſaid, This 
Man ſaid, I am able to deſtroy the Temple 
of God, and after three Days to build it 
again. And the High Prieſt riſing up, ſaid 
to him, Anſwereſt thou nothing to the 
things, which theſe teſtify againſt thee ? 
But Jeſus held his Peace. And the High 
Prieſt ſaid to him, I adjure thee by the 
Living God, that thou tell us, if thou be 
Chriſt the Son of God. Jeſus ſaid to him, 
Thou haſt faid it; Nevertheleſs I ſay to 
you, Hereafter you ſhall ſee the Son of 
Man fitting on the Right Hand of the 
Power of God, and coming in the Clouds 
of Heaven. Then the High Prieſt rent his 
 barments, ſaying, He has blaſphem'd what 
need we witneſs any further? Bzhold, now 
ye have heard a Blaſphemy: how think you? 
Lut they anſwering, ſaid, He is guilty of 
Death. Then did they ſpit on his Face, 
and buffeted him, and others ſtruck his Face 
wich the Palms of their Hands, ſaying, 
Propheſy to us, O Chriſt, who it is that 
ſtruck thee ? But Peter ſat without, in the 
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Prieſts having taken the Silver Pieces, ſaid, 
It is not lawful to caſt them into the Cor- 
bona, becauſe it is the Price of Blood. And 
after they had conſulted together, they 
bought with them a Potter's Field, to be 
a Burying-place for Strangers. For this 
Cauſe that Field was called Haceldama, that 
is, the Field of Blood, even to this preſent 
Day. Then was fulfilld that, which was 
ſpoken by Jeremy the Prophet, ſaying, And 
they took the Thirty Pieces of Silver, the 
Price of the Prized, whom they did pur- 
chaſe of the Children of Hrael; and they 
gave them for a Potter's Field, as the Lord 
did appoint to me. And Jeſus ſtood before 
the Preſident, and the Preſident aſked him, 
ſaying, Art thou the King of the Jews? 
Jeſus ſays to him, Thou ſay'ſt it. And when 
he was accus'd by the Chief Prieſts and An- 
cients, he anſwer'd nothing. Then Pilate 
lays to him, Doſt thou not hear, how great 
Teſtimonies they alledge againſt thee ? And 
he anſwer'd him not to any Word; fo that 
the Preſident wonder'd exceedingly. And 
upon the Soleran Day, the Prefident had a 
Cuſtom to releaſe to the People one Pri- 
loner, whom they would. Ard he had then 
4 notorious Priſoner, that was called Ba- 
Fas. They therefore being gather'd to- 
Wgether, Pilate ſaid, Whom will you that I 
eleaſe to you? Barrabbas, or Jeſus, that is 
al'd Chriſt? For he knew, that For Envy 
| they 
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they had deliver'd him. And as he was fit- 
ting in the Place of Judgment, his Wife 
ſent to him, ſaying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that Juſt Man, for I have ſufter'd 
many things this Day in my Sleep for him, 
But the Chief Prieſts and Ancients perſua- 
ded the People, to aſk Barabbas, and make 
Jeſus away. And the Preſident anſwering, 
{aid to them, Whether of the Two will 
you have releaſed to you? But they ſaid 
Barabbas. Pilate ſays to them, what ſhall 
I do then with Jeſus, that is call'd Chriſt ? 
They ſay all, Let him be crucified. The 
Preſident ſaid to them, Why, what Evil has 
he done? But they cried the more, ſaying, 
Let him be crucified. And Pilate ſeeing 
that he prevailed nothing, but rather that 
all tended to Tumult, taking Water, he 
waſh'd his Hands before the People, ſay- 
ing, I am innocent of the Blood of this 
Juſt Man; look ye to it. And the whole 
People anſwering, ſaid, His Blood be upon 
us, and upon our Children. Then he re. 
leas'd to them Barabbas; and having ſcourg 
eſus, deliver'd him to them to be crucified. 
Then the Preſident's Soldiers taking Jeſus 
into the Palace, gather'd together to him 
the whole Band; and ſtripping him, pul 
a Scarlet Cloak about him, and platting 2 
Crown of Thorns, put it on his Head, and 
a Reed in his Right Hand; and bowing 
their Knee before him, they mock'd him 
| ſaylug 
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ſaying, Hail, King of the Jeuse And ſpit- 
ting upon him, they took the Reed, and 
ſtruck his Head : Ard after they had mock'd 
him, they took off the Cloak from him, and 
put on his his own Garments, and led him 
away to crucify him. And in going, they 
found a Man of Cyrene, named Simon, whom 
they forced to take up his Crois. And they 
came into the Place, which is call'd Golgo- 
tha, which is the Place of Calvary. And 
they gave him Wine to drink, mingled with 
Gall. And when he had taſted, he would 
not drink. And they that crucified him, 
divided his Garments, caſting Lots; that it 
might be fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the 
Prophet, ſaying, They divided my Garments 
: among them, and for my Veſture they did 
- caſt Lots. And they fat and watched him. 
And they put over his Head his Cauſe writ- 
ten, This 1s Jeſus the King of the Jews. Then 
were crucihed with him two Thieves, one 
oa the Right Hand, and one on the Left. 


And they that paſſed, by blaſphem'd him, 
0 ſhaking their Heads, and ſaying, Vah! thou 
b that deſtroy'ſt the Temple of God, and in 
3 three Days doſt build it again, ſave thy ſelf: 


If thou be the Son of God, come down from

* Prieſts, with the Scribes and Ancients mock- 
ins s laid, He ſaved others, himſelf he can-

let him now deliver him, if he will: For 
he ſaid, That I am the Son of God. And 
the Thieves alſo, that were crucified with 
him, reproach'd him in the like manner, 
And from the Sixth Hour. there was Dark- 
neſs made on the whole Earth, to the Ninth 
Hour; and about the Ninth Hour, Jeſus 
cried with a mighty Voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, 
lamaſabacthani? That is, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? And certain, 
that ſtood there and heard, faid He cal- 
leth Elias. And immediately one of them 
running, took a Spunge, and fill'd it with 
Vinegar, and put it on a Reed, and gave 
him to drink. And others ſaid, Stay, let 
us ſee, whether Elias comes to deliver him. 
And Jeſus again crying with a mighty Voice. 
YIELDED UP THE GHOST. 
And behold the Veil of the Temple was 
rent in two Pieces, from the Top even to 
the Bottom; and the Earth quak'd, and 
the Rocks were rent, and the Graves were 
open'd, and many Bodies of the Saints, that 
had ſlept, roſe; and they going forth out 
of their Graves after his Reſurrection, came 
into the Holy City, and appear'd to many. 
And the Centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jeſus, having ſeen the 
Earthquake, and the things that were done, 
were very much afraid, ſaying, Indeed, this

wrapt it in a fine Linen Cloth. and laid it 
in his own new Monument, which he had 
hew'd out in a Rock. And he roll'd a great 
Stone to the Door of the Monument, and ” 
went his way. And there was there Mary 
Magdalen, and the other Mary, fitting over 
againſt the Sepulcher. 5

he caſting off the Linen, fled from then to 
naked. And they brought Jeſus to th: to 
Chief Prieſt; and all the Prieſts, and th: an 
Scribes, and the Ancients, aſſembled toge to | 
ther. And Peter follow'd him afar off, eve him 
to the Court of the High Prisſt, and - Cor 
fat with the Servants at the Fire, and mer 
warm'd himſelf. And the Chief Prieſts a !he

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and their Teſtimony was not agreeing. And 
the High Prieſt riſing up in the midſt, 'aſk'd 
Jeſus, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing te 
theſe things, that are objected againſt thee 
by theſe ? But he held his Peace, and an- 
ſwered nothing. Again the High Prieſt 
aſk'd him, and ſaid to him, Art thou Chriſt, 
the Son of the Bleſſed God? And Jeſus 
ſays to him, I am: And you ſhall fee the 
Son of Man fitting on the Right Hand of 
Power, and coming with the Clouds of 
Heaven. And the High Prieſt rending his 
Garments, ſays, what need we Witneſſes 
any further? You have heard Blaſphemy; 
how think you? Who all condemn'd him 
to be guilty of Death. And certain began 
to ſpit upon him, and to cover his Face, 
and to beat him with Buffets, and to ſay 
to him, Propheſy. And the Servants gave 
him Blows. And when Peter was ia tlic 
Court beneath, there comes one of the Wo- 
men-ſervants of the High Prieſt; and when 
ſhe had ſeen Peter warming him, beholdin 
him, ſhe ſays, And thou wert with Jeſus 
of Nazareth. But Peter denied, ſaying, Nei- 
ther know I, neither do I underſtand what 
thou ſay'ſt. And he went forth before the 
Court, and the Cock crew. And again, a 
Maid ſeeing him, began to ſay to the Stan- 
ders by, This Fellow is of them. But he 
denied again. And after a while, again, 
they that ſtood by, ſaid to Peter, Verily 
3 Q 3 thou 
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thou art of them, for thou art a Galileas. 
But he began to curſe and to ſwear, that 
I know not this Man, whom you ſpeak of 
And immediately the Cock crew again. And 
Peter remembred the Word, that Jeſus had 
{aid to him, Before the Cock. crow twice, 
thou wilt thrice deny me; and he began tc 
weep. - And forthwith in the Morning, the 
Chief Priefts, with the Ancients, and the 
Scribes, and the whole council, conſulting 
together, binding Jeſus, led and deliver'd 
him to Pilate, And Pilate aſk'd him, Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? But he an- 
{wering, ſaid to him, Thou ſay'ſt it. And 
the Chief Priefts accuſed him in many 
things. And Pilate again aſk'd him, ſaying 
Anſwereft thou nothing ? See in how ma- 
ny things they accuſe thee. But ' wx an- 
ſwer d nothing more; fo that Pilate wor- 
der d. And on the Feſtival Day he was 
wont to releaſe to them one of the Pri- 
ſoners, whomſoever they demanded. And 
there was one called Barahbas, who was put 
in Priſon with ſeditious Perſons, who in 
a Sedition had committed Murder. And 
when the Multitude was come up, they be- 
gan to require, according as he always did 
to them. And Pilate anſwer'd them, and 
ſaid, will you that I releaſe to you the 
King of the Jews ? For he knew that the 
Chief Prieſts, for Envy; had dehver'd him. 
But the Chief Prieſts moved the * 
3 0 that 
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that he ſhould releaſe Barabbas rather to 
them. But Pilate again anſwering, ſaid to 
them, what will you then that I do to the 
King of the Jews? But they again cried, 
Crucify him. And Pilate ſaid to them, 
why, what Evil has he done? But they 
E cried the more, Crucify him. And Pilate, 
willing to ſatisfy the People, releas'd to 
them Barabbas; and having ſcourg'd Jeſus, 
= deliver'd him to be crucified. And the Sol- 
diers led him into the Court of the Palace, 
and called together the whole Band: And 
they cloath him in Purple, and platting a 
Crown of Thorns, they put it upon him. 
And they began to falute him, Hail, King 
of the Jews, And they ſtruck his Head 
& with a Reed; and they did ſpit on him, 
and bowing their Knees, they ador'd him. 
And after they had mock'd him they ſtript 
him of the Purple, and put on him his own 
{ Garments, and they led him forth to cru- 
eify him. And they forced a certain Man 
that paſſed by, Simon, a Cyrenean, coming 
prom the Country, the Father of Alexan- 
Her and Ryfus, to take up his Croſs. And 
hey bring him into the Place of Golgotha, 
hich being interpreted, is, The Place of 

alvary. And they gave him to drink, 
Nine mingled with Myrrh; and he took 
not. And they that crucified him, divi- 
ed his Garments, caſting Lots for them, 
ſee which they ſhould take. And it 
was 
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was the third Hour, and they crucified 
him. And the Title of his Cauſe was ſu- 
perſcrib'd, King of the Jews. And with him 
they crucified two Thieves; one on the 
Right Hand, and another on the Left. 
And the Scripture was fulfilld, that faith, 
And with the Wicked he was reputed. And 
they that paſs'd by, blaſphem'd him, wag- 
ging their Heads, and ſaying, Brave! thou 
that deſtroy'ſt the Temple, and in three 
Days build'ſt it, ſave thy ſelf, coming down 
from the Croſs. In like manner alſo, the 
Chief Prieſts mocking, ſaid, with the 
Scribes, one to another, He ſav'd others, 
himſelf he cannot ſave. Let Chriſt, the 
King of 1/rael, come now down from the 
Croſs, that we may ſee and believe. And 
they that were crucified with him, revil'd 
him. And when it was the Sixth Hour, 
there came Darkneſs upon the whole Earth 
antil the Ninth Hour. And at the Ninth 
Hour, Jeſus cry'd out with a mighty Voice, 
laying, Eloi, Elor, Iamaſabatthant ? Which 
is, being interpreted, My God, my Gol, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? And certain 
of the Standers-by hearing, ſaid, Bzhold, 
he calls Elias. And one running, and filing 
a Spunge with Vinegar, and putting it # 
bout a Reed, gave him to drink, laying, 
Stay, let us ſee if Elias comes to take him 
down. And Jeſus crying out with a might) 


Voice, GAVE UP THE GHOST 
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And the Veil of the Temple was rent in 
two, from the Top to the Bottom. And 
the Centurion that ſtood over againſt him 
ſeeing, that ſo crying, he had given up tlie 
Ghoſt, ſaid, Indeed this Man was the Son 
of God. And there were alſo Women look- 
ing on afar off; among whom was Mary 
Magdalen, and Mary the Mother of Jame, 
the younger, and of ſeph and Salome: And 
when he was in Galilee, pf follow'd him, 
and miniſter'd to him, and many other Wo- 
men, that came up together with him to 
Jeruſalem. | 

And when Evening was now come, (be- 
cauſe it was the Paraſceve, which is the 
Sabbath- Eve) came Jo/eph of Arimathea, a 
Noble Officer, wio himſelf alſo was ex- 
pecting the Kingdom of God; and he went 
in boldly to Pate, and ask d the Body of 
Jeſus. But Pilate marvelled, if he were 
now dead. And ſending for the Centurion, 
alk'd him, if he were now dead? And 
when he underſtood it by the Centurion, 
he gave the Body to Joſeph. And Foſeph 
buying fine Linen, and taking him down, 
wrapt him in the Linen, and laid him in a 
Monument, that was hew'd out of a Reck. 


And he rolled a Stone to the Door of the 
Monument; 
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The Paſſion of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ac- 
cCording to S. Luke, Chap. xx11. 
Which is ſaid by the Church on Wedneſday in Holy Week, 


T that time the Feſtival Day of the 
Azyms approach'd, which 1s called 
Paſch ; and the Chief Prieſts and the Scribes 
ſought how they might kill Jeſus ; but they 
fear d the People. And Satan enter'd into 
Judas, who was ſir named Iſcariot, one of 
the Twelve. And he went and talked with 
the Chief Prieſts and the Magiſtrates, how 
he might betray him to them. And they 
were glad, and agreed to give him Money; 
and he promis d. And he ſought Opportu- 
nity to betray him apart from the Multi- 
tudes. And the Day of the Azyms came, 
wherein it was neceſſary that the Paſch 
ſhould be killed. And he ſent Peter and 
John, ſaying, Go, and prepare us the Paſch, 
that we may eat. But they faid, Where 
wilt thou have us prepare it? And he ſaid 
to them, Behold, as you enter into the C- 
ty, there ſhall meet you a Man carrying a 
Pitcher of Water, follow him into the 
Houſe into which he entreth; and yon 
ſhall fay to the Man of the Houſe, The 
Maſter ſaith to thee, Where 1s the Room, 
where I may eat the Paſch with my Dif 
ciples? And he will ſhew you a our 
ector) 
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fectory adorn'd; and there prepare. And 


they going, found as he ſaid to them, and 
prepar'd the Paſch. And when the Hour 


Apoſtles with him. And he ſaid to them, 
With Deſire I have defir'd to eat this Paſch 
with you, before I ſuffer. For I ſay to 
you, That from this time I will not eat it, 


till it be fulfill'd in the Kingdom of God. 
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and ſaid, Take, and divide among you; for 
I ay to you, That I will not drink of the 
Fruit of the Vine, till the Kingdom of God. 
comes. And taking Bread, he gave Thanks, 
| and broke, and gave to them, ſaying, This 
is my Body, given for you: Do this for a 
E Remembrance of me. In like manner the 
& Chalice alſo, after he had ſupp'd, ſaying, 
This is the Chalice, the New Teſtament in 
my Blood, which ſhall be ſhed for you. But 
pet, behold, the Hand of him that betrays 
me, is with me on the Table. And the. 
Son of Man iadeed goes, according to that 
which is determin'd; but yet Woe to that 
Man, by whom he ſhall be betray'd.. And 
they began to queſtion among themſelves, 
auhich of them it ſhould be, that ſhould do 
this. And there fell alſo a Contention be- 
_ tween them, which of them, ſeem'd to be 
the greater. And he ſaid to them, The 
Kings of the Gentiles rule over them, and 
Whey, that have Power over them, are cald 
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was come, he fat down, and the Twelve 


And taking the Chalice, he gave Thanks, 
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Benefactors. But you not fo; but let him 
that 1s the greater among you, become as 
the leſſer, and he that is the Leader, as the 
Servant. For which 1s greater, he that ſits 
at the Table, or he that miniſters? Is it 
not he that fits? But I am in the midſt of 
you, as one that miniſters; and you are 
they who have remain'd with me in my 
Temptations. And I diſpoſe to you, as my 
Father diſpos'd to me, a Kingdom; that 
you may eat and drink at my Table, in my 
Kingdom, and may fit on Thrones, judging 
the Twelve Tribes of frael. And our 
Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, behold Satan has 
required to have you, to ſift as Wheat: 
But I have pray'd for thee, that thy Faith 
tail not; and thou ſometime converted, 
confirm thy Brethren, Who ſaid to him 
Lord, with thee I am ready to go, both 
it Priſon, and to Death. And he faid, 
I fay to thee, Peter, the Cock fhall not crow 
to Day till thou thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he faid to them, when 
I ſent you without a. Purſe or Scrip, and 
Shoes,. did you lack any, thing? And they 
faid, Nothing. He ſaid therefore to them, 
But now he that has a Purſe, let him take 
it; and, likewiſe a Scrip; and he that has 
not, let him ſell his Coat, and buy a Sword: 
For I ſay to you, that_this that 1s written, 
muſt yet be fulfilled in me: And with thc 
Wicked was he reputed: For thoſe m 
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that are concerning me have an End. But 

they ſaid, Lord, behold, here are two. 
Swords: And he ſays to them, It is enough. 
And going forth, he went according to his 
Cuſtom to mount Oliuvet. And his Diſci- 

ples alſo follow'd him. And when he was, 
come to the place, he ſaid to them, Pray, 
leſt you enter into Temptation. And he 
remov'd from them a Stone's Caſt; and 
kneeling, he pray'd, ſaying, Father, if thou 
wilt, transfer this Chalice from me: But 
yet not my Will but thine be done. And. 
there appeared to him an Angel from Hea- 
ven ſtrengthening him; and being in an Ago- 
ny he prayed a long time. And his Sweat. 
became as Drops of Blood, trickling down 
on the Earth. And when he was riſen u 

from Prayer, and was come to his Diſci- 
= ples; he found them ſleeping for Sadneſs. 
And he ſaid to them why ſleep you? A- 
| riſe; Pray, leſt you enter into Temptation. 
As he was yet ſpeaking, behold a Multi- 
tude, and he that was call'd Judas, one of 
the Twelve, went before them, and ap- 
proch'd Jeſus to kifs him. And Jeſus ſaid. 
unto him, Judas, doſt thou betray the Son 
of Man with a Kiſs? And they, that were 
about him, ſeeing what would be, ſaid to 
him, Lord, ſhall we ſtrike with the Sword? 
And one of them ſtruck the Servant of the 
High Prieſt, and cut off his Right Ear. 
But Jeſus anſwering, ſaid, Suffer ye mw 
ar, 
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far. And when he had touched his Ear, he 
heal'd him. And Jeſus ſaid to them, that 
were come to him, the Chief Prieſts and 
Magiſtrates of the Temple, and Ancients, 
As it were to a Thief, are ye come forth 


with Swords and Clubs? When I was dai- 


ly with you in the Temple, you did not 


lay Hands on me; but this 1s your Hour, 


and the Power of Darkneſs, And appre- 
hending him, they led him to the High 
Prieſt's houſe ; and Peter follow'd afar off. 
And a Fire being kindled in the midſt of 
the Court, and they ſitting about it, Peter 
was in the midſt of them. Whom when 
a certain Maid ſaw, fitting at the Tight, 
and had beheld him, ſhe' ſaid, This Fellow 
was alſo with him. But he denied him, 
ſaying, Woman I know him not. And 
after a while, another Man ſeeing him, 
ſaid, And thou art of them. But Peter ſaid, 
O Man, I am not. And after the Space, as 
it were of one Hour, a certain other Man 
affirm'd, ſaying Verily, This Fellow alſo was 
with him, for he is alſo a Galilean. And 
Peter ſaid, Man I know not what thou 
fayſt. And immediately, as he was yet 
ſpeaking, the Cock crew. And our Lord 
turning, look'd on Peter. And Peter remem- 
bred the word of our Lord, as he had faid, 
That before the Cock crow, thou wilt 
thrice deny me. And Peter going forth, 
wept bitterly. And the Men that 170

him, mock'd him, beating him. And they 
did blindfold him, and ſtruck his face. And 
they aſk'd him, ſaying, Propheſy, who it 
is that ſtruck thee. And blaſpheming, they 
ſaid many other things againſt him. And 
when it was Day there aſſembled the An- 
cients of the People, and Chief prieſts, and 
Scribes, and they brought him into their 
Council, ſaying, if thou be Chriſt, tell us. 
And he ſaid to them, If I tell you, you will 
not believe me: If I alſo aſk, you will not 
anſwer me, nor diſmiſs me. But from hence- 
forth the Son of Man ſhall be fitting on 
the Right Hand of the Power of God. And 
they all ſaid, Art thou then Son of God? 
Who faid, You ſay, that I am. And they 
ſaid, What need we any farther Teſtimo- 
ny? For our ſelves have heard from his 
own Mouth. And all the Multitude of 
them riſing up, led him to Pilate. And they 
began to accuſe him, ſaying, We have found 
this Man ſubverting our Nation, and pro- 
hibitting to give Tributes to Cz/ar, and ſay- 
ing, that he is Chriſt the King. And Bi- 
late aſked him, ſaying Art thou the King 
of the Jews? But he anſwering, ſaid, 
Thou ſay'ſt it. And Pilate ſaid to the Chief 
Prieſts and Multitudes I find no Cauſe in 
this Man. But they were the more earneſt, 
laying, He ſtirs up the People, teaching 
throughout all Fewry, beginning from Ga- 
like even hither. But Pilate hearing of 
Galilee, 
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352 The Paſion, 
Galilee;. aſk'd if the Man were of Galilee. 
And when he underſtood, that he vras of 
Herod's E he ſent him back to 
Herod who was alſo himſelf at Jeruſalem 
in thoſe Days. And Herod ſeeing Jeſus, 
was very glad; for he had deſired a long 
time to ſee him, becauſe he heard many 
things of him, and hop'd. to ſee ſome Sign 
wrought by him. And he aſk'd him in ma- 
ny Words. But he anſwer'd him nothing. 
And there ſtood the Chief Prieſts and the 
Scribes conſtantly accuſing him. And He 
rod, with his Army, deſpis d him; and he 
mock'd him, putting on him a white Gar- 
ment, and ſent him back to Pilate, And 
Herod and Pilate were made Friends that 
Day; fer before they. were Enemies one to 
another. And. Pilate calling together the 
Chief Prieſts and Magiſtrates, and the Peo- 
ple, ſaid to them, You have preſented. to me 


this Man, as perverting the People; and 


behold, I examining. him before you, have 
fourd no Cauſe in this Man, of theſe things 
whereof you accuſe him: No, nor Herod 


neither; for I ſent you to him, and behold, 


nothing worthy of death is done by him. 
I will chaſtiſe him therefore, and, diſmils 
him. And he was of neceſſity to releaſe to 
them one on the Feſtival Day But the 
whole Multitude together cryed out, fay- 
ing, Diſpatch him, and releaſe. to us Bara 


bas; who was, for a certain Sedition made 
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in the City, and Murder, caſt into Priſon. 
And FHilate again ſpoke to them, deſirous 
to releaſe Jeſus. But they cried again, ſay- 
ing, Crucify, crucify him. And he the 
third time, ſaid to them, Why, what Evil 
has this Man done? I find no Cauſe of 
Death in him. I will correct him there- 
fore, and let him go. But they were in- 
ſtant with loud Voices, requiring, that he 
might be crucified. And their Voices pre- 
vail'd. Ard Pilate adjudged their Petition 
to be done. and he releas'd unto them, 
him that for Murder and Sedition had been 
caſt into priſon whom they demanded ; but 
Jeſus he delivered to their Pleaſure. Ard 
when they led him forth, they took one Si- 
mon of Cyrene coming from the Country; 
and they laid the Croſs upon him to carry 
after Jeſus. And there followed him a 
great Multitude of People, and of Women, 
who bewail'd and lamented him. But Je- 
ſus turning to them, ſaid, Daughters of 
Jeruſalem, weep not for me but weep for 
your felves and for your Children. For 
behold the Days ſhall! come, wherein they 
will ſay, Bleſſed are the Barren, and the 
Wombs that have not born, and the Paps 
that have not given Suck. Then ſhall they 
begin to ſay to the Mountains, Fall upon 
4 us; and to the Hills, cover us. For if in the 
green Wood they do theſe things, what 
will be done in the dry? And there were 
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led alſo other two Malefactors with him 
to be executed. And after they came to 
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place which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the Thieves, one on 
the Rigat-Hand, and the other on the Left. 
And Jeſus ſaid, Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do. But they 
dividing his garments, did caſt Lots. And 
the People ſtood looking on, and the Prin- 
ces with them, derided him, ſaying, Others 


he has ſav'd, let him ſave himſelf, if this 


be Chriſt the Elect of God And the Sol- 
diers alſo mock'd him, coming to him, and 


offering him Vinegar, ſaying, if thou be 


the King of the Jews, ſave thy ſelf. And 
there was alſo a Superſcription - writ over 
him in Greek and Latin, and Hebrew Let- 
ters, This is the King of the Fews. And one 
of thoſe Thieves that were hanged, blaſ- 
phem'd him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt fave 
thyſelf and us.. But the other anſwer- 


ing, rebuk'd him, ſaying, Neither doſt thou 


fear God, whereas thou art under the ſame 
Condemnation ? And we indeed juſtly; for 
we reccive what is worthy of our Deeds; 
but this Man has done no Evil. And he faid 
to Jeſus, Lord, remember me, when thou 
comeſt into thy Kingdom. And Jeſus faid 
to him, Amen I ſay to thee, This Day thou 
ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe. And it was 
almoſt the Sixth Hour; and there came 


Darkneſs upon the whole Earth until the 
| Ninth 
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Ninth Hour. And the Sun was darkned, 
and the Veil of the Temple was rent in 
the midſt. And Jeſus crying out with a 
loud Voice, ſaid, Father, into thy Hands 
| I commend my Spirit. And ſaying this, 
| HE GAVE UP THE GHOST. 
And the Centurion ſeeing what was done, 
| glorified God, ſaying, Verily this Man was 
| juſt. And ail the Multitude of them that 
| were preſent together at that Sight, and 
| aw the things that were done, return'd, 
$ knocking their Breaſts, And all his Acquain- 
tance ſtood afar off, and the Women that 
had follow'd him from Galike, ſeeing theſe 
Hings. 3 . 
N 450 behold, a Man named Jeſeph (who 
vas an Officer, a good Man and juſt; he 
had not conſented to their Counſel and 
8 Doings) of Arimathea; a City of Jewry, who 
© allo himſelf expected the Kingdom of God, 


This Man came to Pilate and aſk'd the Bo- 
dy of Jeſus. And taking it down, wrapt 
Wit in fine Linen, and laid it in a Monu- 
ment hew'd of Stone wherein never yet 
any Man had been laid.

AI that time Jeſus went forth with 
$1 his Diſciples beyond the Torrent 
earon, where there was a Garden, into

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which he entred, and his Diſciples. And 
Judas alfo that betray'd him, Knew the 
place; becauſe Jeſus had often reſorted thi- 
ther, together with his Diſciples. Judas 
therefore having receiv'd a band of Men 
and Miniſters, from the Chief Prieſts, and 
hariſees, comes thither with Lanthorns, 
and Torches, and Weapons. Jeſus there- 
fore knowing all things, that were to come 
upon him, went forth, and ſaid to them, 
Whom ſeek ye? They anſwer'd him; Jeſus 
of 'Nazareth. Jeſus ſaid to them, 1 am 
He. And Judas alſo that betray'd him, 
ſtood with them. As ſoon therefore, as he 
ſaid to them, I am he, they reel'd backward, 
and fell to the ground. Again therefore 


he aſked them; Whom ſeek ye? And they 


ſaid Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus anſwered; 
I have told you, I am He: If therefore you 


ſeek me, let theſe go away. That the word 
might be fulfilled which. he ſaid, That cf 


them, whom thou haſt given me, I have not 


loſt any. Simon Peter therefore having 4 
Sword, drew it out, and ſtruck the Servant 
of the High Prieſt, and cut off his. Rigit 
Ear. And the Name of the Servant wa 
Malchus. Jeſus therefore ſaid to Peter, pit 
up thy Sword into the Scabbard: The Chi. 
lice, which my Father has given me, ſhal 
not I drink it? The Band therefore, and 
the Tribune, and the Miniſters of the Jeu 


apprehended Jeſus, and bound him; * 
| Un 
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they brought him to Annas firſt, for he was 
Father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was the 
High Prieft of that Year. And Caiapbas, 
was he, that had given Counſel to the Jeu, 
that it 1s expedient, that one Man die for 
the People. And Simon Peter follow'd Je- 
ſus, and another Diſciple. And that Diſci- 
ple was known to the High Prieſt, and 
went in with Jeſus into the Court of the 
High Prieſt. But Peter ſtood without at 
the Door. The other Diſciple therefore 
that was known to the High Prieſt, went 
forth, and ſpoke to the Portreſs, and brought 
in Peter, The Maid therefore that was 
Portreſs, ſaith to Peter, Art not thou alſo 
of this Man's Diſciples? He ſays to her, I 
am not. And the Servants and Miniſters 
ſtood at a Fire of Coals, becauſe it was cold, 
and warm'd themſelves.
